^  The  Public  Library  Committee  have  had  satisfaction  in  approving-  the 

following-  Report  of  the  Public  Librarian  on  the  working  of  the  Library  for 
the  year  ending  the  31st  May,  1897  : — 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Stocktaking  having  been  completed,  I  beg  to  place  before  you  my 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1896-97. 

The  Stock  in  the  Lending  Department  has  increased  from  12,819  to  13,433 
volumes.  The  additions  have  numbered  718,  but  the  total  is  affected  by  a 
reduction  of  104  in  rebinding  or  replacing  works  now  contained  in  fewer 
volumes  than  formerly.  In  addition,  110  volumes  have  been  obtained  for 
replacements.  In  the  Reference  Department  the  Stock  catalogued  for  use 
consists  of  4,308  volumes  as  against  3,710  last  year,  shewing  a  net  increase  of 
598,  and  214  unbound  pamphlets.  The  total  Stock  therefore  consists  of  17,741 
volumes  and  214  pamphlets,  without  including  Blue  Books,  &c,  which  are  also 
available  for  Readers'  use,  or  a  Reserve  Stock  of  124  volumes,  chiefly  duplicates, 
which  will  be  found  useful  in  the  replacement  of  worn-out  books.  A  hundred 
and  fifty  volumes  have  been  re-cased,  and  805  re-bound.  The  expenditure  under 
this  head  has  been  kept  down  to  the  lowest  point,  minor  repairs  being  done  by 
the  staff  whenever  possible.  One  volume  only  has  been  lost  during  the  year, 
the  borrower — his  own  guarantor — having  left  the  country.  Only  two  volumes 
have  been  lost  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  1893. 

The  total  Issues  for  the  year  have  numbered  152,335  volumes,  2,709  having 
been  for  reading  in  the  Reference  Department.  The  most  accurate  method  of 
ascertaining  the  use  of  the  Lending  Department  is  by  counting  the  actual  number 
^'of  persons  to  whom  books  have  been  issued  rather  than  the  number  of  volumes 
so  issued.  So  ascertained,  the  Lending  Library  Issues  have  numbered  138,800 
as  against  149,941.  This  shews  an  apparent  decrease  of  11,141,  but,  as  the 
Library  was  open  six  days  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  comparison  is 
misleading.  The  daily  average  gives  522  borrowers  against  547,  a  decrease  of 
25.  Against  this  may  be  set  an  increase  in  the  Reference  Department,  where 
2,709  volumes  have  been  issued  as  against  1,975,  and  a  much  larger  use  of 
Directories,  &c,  the  issues  of  which  are  not  recorded. 

The  character  of  the  home  reading  remains  pretty  much  the  same  as  in 
former  years,  poetry  still  having  the  smallest  demand.  Over  5,600  applications 
were  made  for  works  on  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  4,700  for  Biography  and 
History,  over  3,000  for  Travels,  and  1,500  for  Theology  and  Philosophy. 
Neglectful  borrowers  had  to  be  written  to  some  800  times,  and,  in  addition,  a 
considerable  number  of  personal  calls  had  to  be  made.    Between  ten  and  eleven 
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thousand  Fines,  chiefly  of  very  small  amounts,  were  paid,  a  receipt  being-  made 
out  in  duplicate  in  every  case,  the  total  amount  so  received  being  £77  2s.  4d. 
The  usefulness  of  the  Rule  requiring-  a  guarantor  in  the  case  of  persons  not  on 
the  Municipal  Register  is  often  seen,  and  much  time  and  trouble  would  be  saved 
if  the  rule  applied  to  all  borrowers,  whether  on  the  Citizens'  Roll  or  not.  The 
neglect  of  borrowers  to  report  their  change  of  address  is  still  a  difficulty  which 
apparently  cannot  be  overcome.  The  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  now  in  force 
is  5,461,  a  net  increase  of  172  on  the  year.  The  publication  of  a  printed 
Supplement  to  the  Lending  Library  Catalogue  has  been  welcomed  by  readers, 
who  also  appreciate  the  kindness  of  the  Editors  of  the  Yorkshire  Gazette  and  the 
Yorkshire  Chronicle,  who  have  published  Lists  of  Books  added  to  the  Library. 

The  popularity  of  the  News  and  Magazine  Rooms  is  still  continued,  about 
375,000  visits  having  been  made  during  the  year.  Whilst  strict  economy  is 
necessarily  exercised  in  the  administration  of  the  Library,  it  should  be  noted  that 
further  expense  will  presently  have  to  be  incurred  in  the  replacement  of  a  larger 
number  of  worn-out  copies  of  the  most  popular  works,  and  a  greater  expenditure 
on  new  books,  further  shelf  accommodation,  &c,  is  desirable. 

Though  there  are,  of  course,  complaints  as  to  the  insufficiency  of  copies 
of  new  books,  the  absence  of  other  complaints  is  very  gratifying,  and  the 
frequent  expressions  of  satisfaction  by  the  borrowers  generally  shew  that  the 
Library  is  highly  valued  by  the  Public.

It  is  again  the  pleasing  duty  of  the  Committee  to  express  their  sincere 
thanks  to  all  who  have  helped  the  Library  by  their  gifts  during  the  year. 
Especially  are  they  due  to  Lord  Wenlock  for  his  admirable  Lecture  on 
"Madras"  on  the  15th  February  last,  and  to  the  Executors  of  the  late 
Charles  Ernest  for  a  useful  bequest  of  books  ;  but  to  all  who  have  assisted 
the  Library,  the  Committee  tender  their  grateful  acknowledgments. 

The  Committee  have  again  to  express  their  deep  regret  at  the  loss  by 
death  of  two  of  their  number,  Mr.  Councillor  C.  Anderson  and  Mr.  Councillor 
John  Parkinson. 

Reference  to  the  Accounts  in  the  Appendix  shews  that  the  financial 
position  of  the  Library  is  satisfactory,  and  with  the  economical  working  of 
the  past  year  the  Committee  have  been  enabled  to  reduce  the  amount  owing 
for  books  purchased  by  £95  9s.  6d.  A  large  item  in  the  payments  occurs  each 
year,  viz.,  the  amount  required  to  liquidate  the  debt  on  the  purchase  money, 
furniture,  alterations,  and  Electric  Light  Fittings,  with  Interest  on  the  Capital 
sum  borrowed.  Last  year  the  amount  required  was  £326  13s.  4d.  Since  the 
Library  building  was  purchased  there  has  been  contributed,  out  of  Revenue 
Account  to  the  Sinking  Fund  £521  Is.  6d.,  and  paid  in  Interest  on  money 
borrowed  £616  13s.  6d.,  making  together  .£1137  15s.
